$55,000,000,000, about $27,000,000,000 
would be collected by the federal 
government. There would still re- 
main in civilian hands about $25,- 
000,000,000 to $30,000,000,000 of excess 


| purchasing power to push prices up- 


ward. 

“An aggressive victory bond cam- 
paign will help absorb this excess in- 
come. On the basis of foreign ex- 
perience and the upward trend of 
bond sales since Pear] Harbor in this 
country an annual total of $8,000,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000,000 may be reached. 
As a result of such purchases and of 
other savings and debt reduction, 
excess purchasing power may be re- 
duced to no more than $15,000,000, - 
000 to $20,000,000,000. 


More Money Needed. 

“There would still remain an in- 
flationary wedge of $15,000,000,000 in 
the hands of consumers. In view of 
the limited quantity of consumers’ 
goods that will be available for the 
duration, further taxes or compulso- 
ry savings may be necessary, if 
war inflation is to be avoided.” 

The report said that the increase 
in excess purchasing power to about 
$2 for every $1 of civilian goods and 
services available in the coming 


year would ‘‘continue to occur in the | 


lower and middle income groups 
which in the past have quickly spent 
almost every dollar they received.” 

“The rate of spending by these 
groups will be slowed down by war 
taxes as civilian stocks are re- 
duced,’’ it continued. ‘‘At the same 
time savings are likely to increase 
among these groups, whose sole ex- 
perience in the past is with savings 
in their simplest and most auto- 
matic forms.” .

For Food Poisonings 
WASHINGTON.—Because of out- 
breaks in food poisoning, the Fed- 
eral Security agency has advised 
manufacturers against using cadmi- 
um, a substitute for aluminum, in 
plating cooking utensils and refrig- 
erator containers, Paul V. McNutt, 
Federal Security administrator, an- 
nounced.

Build Air Models, 
Navy Asks Youths 


10,060 Each of Fifty Types 
Of Planes Wanted. 


WASHINGTON.—The navy calls 
upon the youths in American high 
schools to take a direct and vital 
part in the training of its fast-grow- 
ing air service. 

Through Secretary Knox it asked 
urgently that these youths build 500,- 
000 aircraft models, 10,000 each of 
50 types of fighting planes, for im- 
mediate and continuous use in the 
training of naval combat forces for 
aircraft recognition and range esti- 
mation in gunnery work. 

Because of the projected employ- 


Mr. Knox emphasized they must be 
built with scientific precision and ac- 
curacy, one inch on each model rep- 
resenting six feet on an actual plane, 
a scale of one to seventy-two. 

Thus, it was explained, the pro- 
portions would hold true as to dis- 
tance. A model sighted by a train- 
ing aircraft gunner at 35 feet would 
appear as would a plane at just un- 
jer a half mile. Studying the models 
through the standard ring sight used 
on aerial gun mounts, Mr. Knox 
said, would give ‘‘invaluable”’ train- 
ing for the cadet flier, teaching him 
type, identification and range. 

Such training can be given only 
with three-dimensional models, he 
said. 

Plans and specifications are being 
prepared by the navy’s bureau of 
aeronautics. Some are being sup- 
plied to the United States office of 
education, which will administer the 
program with the co-operation of all 
state departments of education and 
the local public and private schools. 

Approved models will be sent to 
aviation units, ashore and afloat.
